The  Township  Committee  presents  the  following  Report 
for  the  year  ending  March  /,  rSgj. 

- o - 

D  URING  the  past  year  the  general  interests  of  the  township 
have  been  carefully  guarded,  and  the  appropriations  ex¬ 
pended  with  proper  regard  to  the  rights  and  interests  of  our 
citizens.  The  amount  expended  to  protect  and  preserve  our 
rights,  involved  in  the  attempt  to  establish  the  Borough  of 
Glen  Ridge  has  been  $5,035.78.  Our  general  counsel,  Mr. 
H.  E.  Richards  resigned  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and 
Messrs.  Colie  and  Swayze  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
more  important  litigation.  Their  bill  for  services  is  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  amount  mentioned  as  expended  during  the  year, 
as  it  has  not  yet  been  rendered.  The  bill  includes  all  services 
to  March  1st,  and  will  not  amount  to  over  $1,000.  The  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Court  of  Errors  that  our  property  and  contract 
rights  in  the  sewers  and  hydrants  located  in  Glen  Ridge  have 
not  been  affected  by  the  creation  of  the  borough,  fully  coinpen- 


sates  the  township,  in  our  judgment,  fertile  expense  involved 
in  leaching  this  judical  decision. 

The  revenue  of  the  township  from  taxes  levied  in  1896  has 
beeu  $75,539-13,  and  their  still  remains  unpaid  $14,769  05 

The  amount  expended  during  the  year  for  all  purposes  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  receipts,  and  the  floating  debt  has  been  increased 
$7,ooo,  standing  at  the  close  of  the  year  at  $25,000  borrowed 
upon  notes  issued  for  general  township  purposes.  The  recom¬ 
mendation  of  this  committee  covering  the  appropriations 

fei  the  coming  year  will  be  found  on  the  last  page  of  this 
report.

The  ear,y  meetings  were  take,  ’m 
with  complaints  about  defective  drainage  in  certain  localities,  ami 
nuisances  These  were  promptly  abated.

taken  by  the  Board  At  this  meeting  an  ordinance  in  relation  to  sewer 
connections  was  introduced,  and  passed  its  second  reading.  At  the  meet¬ 
ing  held  August  31st,  tins  ordinance  was  read  for  the  third  time  and 
passed  At  tins  meeting  the  Health  Physician  and  Inspector  were  order 
ed  to  secure  specimens  of  water  from  all  the  wells  in  the  Franklin  Street 
back  row,  and  have  the  same  analyzed.  At  the  meeting  held  November 
9th,  the  chemist  s  report  concerning  these  wells  was  read.  He  reported 
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them  unfit  for  domes  ic  use.  and  they  were  promptly  condemned  A 
special  meeting  was  called  for  November  23d  to  consider  the  closing  of 
these  wells,  and  the  owners  of  these  houses,  and  their  tenants  were  noti¬ 
fied  to  be  present  at  that  meeting  when  due  action  would  be  taken. 

A  petition  from  people  living  in  Brookdale  remonstrating  against 
the  dumping  of  cesspool  matter  in  a  certain  locality  was  presented.  This 
was  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  by  the  Board,  and  ordered  stopped.  To 
make  sure  their  orders  were  carried  out,  a  special  Health  Insjrector  was 
appointed  for  this  purpose,  and  all  noil  resident  scavengers  were  warned 
against  violating  this  order,  and  a  copy  of  the  Health  Code  sent  to  each 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  Also  a  committee  was  appointed  to  draw 
up  a  Plumbing  Code,  if  in  their  judgement  such  a  code  was  desirable  or 
necessary. 

At  the  meeting  held  November  23d.  a  resolution  was  passed  ordering 
the  owners  of  the  Franklin  Street  brick  row  to  introduce  the  city  water, 
and  to  abandon  the  wells,  and  remove  the  pumping  fixtures  The  Health 
Inspector  was  instructed  to  get  samples  of  water  from  the  wells  supplying 
the  rows  in  Race  Street,  Bloomfield  Avenue,  and  No.  no  Orange  Street, 
and  have  them  analyzed  by  Chemist  Baldwin  ;  also  to  make  a  thorough 
sanitary  inspection  of  these  rows,  as  well  as  those  on  Newark  Avenue 
and  Lake  Street,  and  make  his  report  in  writing. 

The  Health  Physician  was  authorized  to  engage  Chemist  Baldwin, 
at  a  yearly  salary  as  the  official  chemist  of  the  Board. 

At  the  meeting  on  February  8tli,  the  well  at  No.  305  Broad  Street 
was  condemned  and  ordered  abandoned,  the  chemist  reporting  it  pollu¬ 
ted.  The  well  at  No.  no  Orange  Street  was  condemned,  and  ordered 
closed  for  the  same  reason.  The  Race  Street  wells  were  reported  good 
and  consequently  not  interferred  with  by  the  Board 

The  written  report  of  the  Health  Inspector  concerning  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  rows  before  mentioned  was  presented.  This  report  was 
favorable  to  all  the  rows  save  the  one  on  Bloomfield  Avenue.  This  was 
reported  to  be  in  a  deplorable  condition  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
take  steps  to  compel  the  owner  to  introduce  city  water,  and  connect 
with  the  sewer,  also  to  compel  sewer  connections  with  the  Franklin 
Street  row.  A  new  Plumbing  Code  was  introduced  and  read  for  the  first 
time.  At  the  meeting  Feb  20th,  this  w-as  passed  to  its  second  reading. 

The  health  of  the  town  has  been  unusually  good.  We  have  had 
many  less  cases  of  contagious  disease  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  keep  these  diseases  out  of  the  schools,  and  with 
very  gratifying  results,  as  the  following  statement  will  show  :

WATER. 


Under  the  contract  with  the  Orange  Water  Company,  we 
paid  in  1895  their  charge  for  all  hydrants  located  within  the 
township,  including  those  within  the  limits  of  the  Borough 
At  the  suggestion  of  the  company,  their  bill  rendered  in  1896 
covered  only  their  charge  for  hydrants  located  within  the  Town¬ 
ship  outside  the  limits  of  the  Borough.  Since  the  decision  re 
cently  rendered  by  the  Court  of  Errors,  we  have  received  a 
supplemental  bill  covering  their  charge  for  hydrants  located  in 
the  Borough,  and  for  water  furnished  to  Borough  schools 

1  hls  bl11  llas  not  beei1  Paid,  but  has  been  referred  to  counsel. 
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EIGHT. 

The  substitution  of  electric  lights  for  gas  was  effected  early 
in  the  year,  and  we  believe  gave  general  satisfaction  to  our 
citizens  until  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  power  plant  of  the 
company  furnishing  the  light.  This  necessarily  caused  an 
interruption  in  the  lighting  for  a  short  time,  and  an  unsatis¬ 
factory  lighting  service  for  a  much  longer  period.  Normal 
conditions  are  now  practically  restored,  and  the  service  fairly 
satisfactory. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  force  of  the  department 
during  the  year.  The  police  justice  was  made  a  salaried  officer, 
the  fines  and  costs  having  more  than  paid  the  salary.  We 
believe  the  new  system  is  an  improvement  on  that  formerly 
maintained. 


PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

With  our  improved  appliances  and  better  facilities  for  the 
purpose,  through  spraying  the  elm  trees  on  the  park  and  ad¬ 
jacent  streets  was  made  at  the  proper  period  of  the  season,  pur¬ 
posing  to  stay  the  ravages  of  the  elm  beetle,  but  to  our  gratifi¬ 
cation  the  pest  put  in  an  appearance  in  small  numbers  only. 
We  cannot  account  for  the  non- visitation,  whether  the  spraying 
heretofore,  causing  suspension  of  their  natural  functions  for  the 
time  being,  or  their  pro-creative  power  becoming  extinct  by 
limitation  ol  nature.  Correspondence  with  Professor  Johnson 
of  the  State  Agricultural  Bureau  shows  the  beetles  were  at  work 
in  other  localities  in  the  State.  It  is  hoped  they  will  not  re-ap- 
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pear  here,  but  in  event  they  should,  we  will  be  in  readiness  to 
battle  with  them  for  the  protection  of  our  trees. 

The  erection  of  electric  light  wires  through  the  streets  caused 
us  apprehension  that  some  of  the  trees  might  be  injured  by  the 
wires  coming  in  contact  with  them.  We  were  mindful  to  use 
every  precaution  possible,  .and  appeal' was  made  to,  and  urged 
upon  those  having  immediate  official  supervision  of  the  system 
to  use  all  care  possible  to  protect  the  trees  ;  but  considering  that 
the  introduction  of  electric  light  wires  is  a  new  feature  with  us, 
and  the  multitude  of  trees  through  which  the  wires  had  to  pass, 
it  will  be  fortunate  if  almost  imperceptible  injury  to  the  trees 
has  been  occasioned. 

During  the  past  year  curbing  was  placed  around  the  park, 
north  of  Belleville  Avenue.  This  improvement  has  been  favor¬ 
ably  commented  upon  by  many  of  our  citizens.  We  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  a  flagged  walk  be  placed  across  this  part  of  the 
park,  there  being  much  need  for  such  a  walk. 

By  popular  subscriptions  of  our  citizens,  funds  have  been 
provided  for  the  celebration — the  past  two  years — of  Indepen¬ 
dence  Day.  Members  of  the  Athletic  Association  (in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Public  Grounds  Committee)  made  diligent 
efforts  to  make  the  day  one  of  rejoicing  in  our  midst,  bicycle 
races  during  the  day,  music  and  fire  works  in  the  evening.  In 
this  way  a  great  many  of  our  people  were  afforded  enjoyment 
at  home,  thus  tending  to  remind  them  all  of  the  day  celebrated. 
We  noted  carefully  the  satisfaction  that  the  celebration  seemed 
to  give  to  the  many  men,  women  and  children  attending,  and 
to  many  of  whom,  but  for  this  celebration  the  day  might  have 
passed  without  event.  We  recommend  the  continuance  with  us 
of  the  observation  of  the  day  in  a  similar  manner. 

A  number  of  our  musical  people  are  forming  a  string  and 
brass  band  from  their  own  membership,  for  musical  culture  and 
concerts.  They  propose  giving  free  concerts  on  our  green  cer¬ 
tain  days  of  every  week  during  the  season,  and  we  feel  that

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Fire  Department  has  most  efficiently  responded  during 
the  year,  to  all  calls  for  its  services,  within  the  township. 
More  satisfactory  quarters  should  be  provided  for  the  depart¬ 
ment  as  soon  as  possible.  At  present  the  laws  on  this  subject 
appear  to  be  inadequate.

We  have  now  m  use  in  our  department  4,200  feet  of  2^  inch  rub¬ 
ber  lined  cotton  hose,  in  good  condition.  • 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  in  active  service  is  as  follows  :

The  apparatus  in  our  department  is  i  11  fair  condition,  except  Phoenix 
Hose  Wagon,  which  I  consider  has  too  light  wheels  and  axles  for  the 
weight  it  has  to  carry.  I  would  recommend  heavy  wheels  and  axles  for 
the  above  wagon. 


WATER  SURREY. 

We  have  now  111  use  164  fire  hydrants,  4  of  these  having 
been  added  during  the  year,  and  our  pressure  for  fire  purposes 
is  excellent.  I  would  recommend  that  water  be  put  in  James 
Street,  east  of  the  canal  soon  as  possible.  I  also  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  some  eight  or  ten  hydrants  in  different  parts 
of  the  town,  which  are  set  too  low,  and  will  not  allow  the 
hydrant  gates  to  be  put  on  the  plugs.  I  recommend  they  be 
raised. 


INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 


I  have  been  called  upon  to  inspect  a  number  of  buildings  for 
various  complaints  and  causes  during  the  year.  In  several  in¬ 
stances  complaints  have  been  made  of  parties  having  oils  stored 
in  large  quantities,  also,  for  having  combustible  materials  of 
different  kinds  stored  in  cellars  and  other  places,  likely  to  cause 
fires  and  endanger  property,  also,  where  persons  dump  hot 
ashes  into  wooden  receptacles,  the  same  being  kept  in  the 
cellar. 

Such  complaints  as  I  have  mentioned  are  frequently  made, 
and  I  desire  to  have  my  authority  in  this  respect  clearly  de¬ 
fined. 

If  we  have  no  authority  to  act  in  such  cases  at  the  present 
time,  I  would  recommend  to  your  honorable  body,  the  passage 
of  an  ordinance,  giving  power  and  authority  to  the  officers  of 
this  department  to  investigate  and  inquire  into  such  matters, 
and  where  violations  exist  to  have  the  same  stopped  at  once. 

I  hope  you  will  give  this  important  matter  3rour  careful  con¬ 
sideration. 


FIRE  ALARM. 

Our  fire  alarm  system  has  been  successfully  operated,  under 
the  supervision  of  Superintendent  Olsen  during  last  year.  The 
system  has  been  divided  into  three  box  circuits,  and  run  on  the 
belt  line  system.  All  our  wires  have  been  raised  on  uprights 
on  the  Electric  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Poles,  whereby  we 
are  apt  to  have  very  little  trouble  with  other  wires.  In  case  a 
fire  alarm  wire  should  break,  and  fall  on  the  electric  light  wire 
the  fuses  in  the  battery  room  would  prevent  the  current  from 
iuterferring  with  the  instruments  and  boxes. 

On  June  1st  we  disconnected  the  six  alarm  boxes  in  the 
Borough  of  Glen  Ridge  from  our  system.

OVERHEAD  WIRES. 


In  my  last  report  I  spoke  on  this  matter,  but  since  then  we 
have  had  introduced  in  our  town  electric  wires  for  lighting 
purposes,  which  have  added  a  great  many  more  wires  to  those 
already  here.  In  some  sections  it  would  be  almost  an  impossi¬ 
bility  to  raise  a  ladder.  Those  most  dreaded  by  the  firemen 
are  the  overhead  electric  wires,  and  the  men  in  this  department 
will  have  to  use  the  utmost  care  to  avoid  accidents  from  this 
cause,  such  as  streams  of  water  coming  in  contact  with  electric 
wires,  also  taking  hold  of  live  wires,  while  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duty. 

I  would  recommend  that  one-half  dozen  rubber  gloves,  one  • 
half  dozen  rubber  boots,  and  one-lialf  dozen  rubber  coats,  be 
placed  on  each  apparatus  to  be  used  at  fires  only.  This  would 
place  a  safe  guard  around  the  men  who  had  to  handle  the  pipes 
and  work  around  electric  wires. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  the  placing  of  new  fire  alarm  boxes  at 
the  following  locations  :  Broad  Street  and  Bay  Avenue,  New 
and  Spruce  Streets,  Newark  Avenue  and  Harrison  Street, 
Austin  Place  and  Fremont  Street,  Watsessing  Avenue  and 
Grace  Street,  also  to  purchase  a  four  circuit  switchboard  and 
repeater. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  placing  of  one  three  gallon  ex¬ 
tinguisher  in  Active  and  Excelsior  Hose  Houses,  so  they  could 
be  used  for  small  fires  in  their  respective  locations,  where  there 
is  no  need  of  water. 

As  regard  to  the  ownership  of  Fire  Houses,  I  am  of  the  same 
opinion  as  I  always  have  been,  that  it  is  not  only  time,  but  a 
case  of  necessity  that  this  town  should  own  its  own  buildings. 
Our  bell  tower  was  repaired  during  the  year,  and  found  in  a 
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very  bad  condition,  and  it  is  doubthil  if  it  will  answer  its  pur¬ 
pose  over  a  couple  of  years,  but  as  our  Township  Counsel  has 
rendered  an  opinion  that  the  town,  in  its  present  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment,  have  no  right  to  bond  for  fire  houses,  their  is  no  need 
of  me  going  into  this  matter  at  present. 

I  would  recommend  for  fire  purposes  for  the  coming  year 
$3,500.

It  was  with  much  pride  that  I  noted  the 
strict  adherence  to  discipline,  and  the  prompt  obedience  to 
orders  on  this  occasion.  I  think  every  effort  was  made  on  the 
part  of  our  men,  to  make  a  fine  and  presentable  appearance  be¬ 
fore  the  public,  and  I  am  highly  pleased  to  have  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  expressing  my  high  appreciation  of  your  conduct  on 
this  occasion. 

I  also  extend  to  your  honorable  body  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  many  courtesies  shown  me  by  you,  while  in  the  discharge, 
of  my  duties,  and  your  willingness  at  all  times  to  aid  us,  by 
furnishing  such  needed  improvements  as  this  department  has 
demanded  from  time  to  time.
